WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Joseph 
R. Grundy, practically certain within 
a few days to occupy the seat re- 
fused William S. Vare of Pennsyl- 
vania, was a storm centre ‘in’ the 
Senate today and under constant fire 
from insurgent Republican and Dem- 
ocratic members of the tariff coali- 
tion.

The Lobby Committee Report. 


The report of the Lobby Committee, 
devoted entirely to the activities of 
Mr. Grundy, put into the record what 
Senators Caraway, Walsh, “Blaine, 
Borah,and Walsh of Montang 
of the Pennsylvanian and his 


ties. It termed him one w 
an “extraordinary and com ding. 
place’’ among the lobbyists the 


capital, and who believed h@ would 
be able to influence Congress in tar- 
iff-making as a reward for his ser- 
vices as a ‘‘revenue raiser’’ in polit- 
ical campaigns. 

The report began by saying that 
lobbying is hereditary in the Grundy 
family and asserting that Mr. Grun- 
dy’s father was one of the “‘lobby- 
ists’’ that aided in the drafting of 
the McKinley tariff law of thirty 
years ago. Mr. Grundy’s chief con- 
tribution to political life, it stated.

“He descanted on the subject at 
every opportunity before the commit- 
tee, though there has been a notice- 
able dearth of assault on the princi- 
ple and submitted a prepared state- 
ment in which that policy was ex- 
tolled.

“At ‘the same time it cannot be 
overlooked that he has vrown rich 
in the»pursuit of a highly protected 
industry.. His product, wool yarn, is 
protected by a liberal compensatory 
duty, and on top of that an ad val- 
orem to thée;amount of from 30 to 40 
per cent, the maximum to be in- 
creased, as the Senate finance com- 
mittee proposes, to 55 per cent.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.— The 
nomination of William R. Castle Jr 
of the Distriet of Columbia to be 
Ambassador to Japan during the 
egtod ,of. the’ International Confer- 
mee on Naval Armament, which 
‘opens{in London next month, was 
sent to the Senate today by Presi- 
dént Hoover. It was made known 
at the White House that Mr. Castle 
would return fo his present duties as 
Assistant Secretary of State when 
the armament conference was con- 
cluded. 

His selection for special ambassa- 
dorial duties is designed to place in 
Tokio, while the armament confer- 
ence is in session, an experienced 
diplomatist familiar with the pur- 
poses of the administration with re 
spect to naval armament limitation 
and who will be able to make repre- 
sentations directly to the Japanese 
Government concerning complica- 
tions that may arise in the London 
negotiations. 

The selection of Mr. Castle for the 
Japanese ‘mission comes at a time 
when considerable pessimism over 
the outcome of the armament con- 
ference is béing voiced by many 
Much of this pessimism is a reflec- 
tion of what appears to be wide. 
spread opinion in France and to 
some extent in Italy, which has cre- 
ated the impression that those two 
countries will refuse to accept any 
armament reduction or limitation 
proposals which would insure the 
conclusion of a treaty by the five 
participants, the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Japan. 

The recent disclosure of the claims 
that would be made. by Japan in the 
conference with regard to cruisers 
and submarines has produced consid- 
erable uneasiness in official circles 
here, and the course of the Presi- 
dent in deciding to send Mr. Castle 
to Tokio has a direct bearing on that 
factor. i

CHICAGO, Dec. 10.— Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt of New York 
set in motion today a campaign of 
the Democrats for winning the West 
in the Congressional elections next 
year. 

The farmer and the tariff were the 
chief theme of an address by -the 
Governor at a luncheon attended by 
Illinois Democratic clans of all fac- 
tions. The representatives of eighty- 
two counties came from near and 
far to give an ovation to the dis- 
tinguished New Yorker and to: get 
a close-range view of him as a Presi- 
dential possibility in 1932. 

Former Governor Smith’s name 
brought resounding cheers. So dia 
a mention of.

Tell of Heroism in Tanic. 


The story of the disaster is. not 
entirely one of panic and stampede. 
There were instances of self-sacrifice 
and heroism as well., Some sur- 
vivors told breath-taking stories of 
escape. 

Lieutenant Daniel Shea and Fire- 


man Charles Roche of Engine Com- 
any 36 saw a girl lying halfway up 

e stairway. From the doorway 
through the smoke and _ fire .the 
could see that she was alive thou 
obviously unable to help herself. 
Dousing themselves with water they 
fought their way to her side and bore 
her to the street. The girl was Edna 
Burford, who died late in the after- 
noon in Harlem Hospital. 

One needless effort at rescue cost 
the life of Joseph Bishoff, a make- 
up man, who, not knowing that his 
friend, Mrs. Anna Blier, a wardrobe 
mistress, had escaped by jumping 
through a window on the first floor, 
ran in to get her out, only to be 
trapped himself. 

John C. Flinn, vice president of 
the Pathé Film Company, which 
leases the studio from its owners for 
the production of short sound come- 
dies, found himself cut off from es- 
cape in an office on the southeast 
corner of the mezzanine. With him 
were his secretary, Margaret Walsh, 
and Norman Bauer, controller of the 
company. Bauer stuffed the money 
he was counting into a safe and then 
fought his way out in some manner 
that even he does not remember. 
Flinn climbed out on a narrow ledge 
around his office window and then 
lifted Miss Walsh through the win- 
dow after him. There they clung, 
with flames licking about their heels, 
for fifteen minutes until firemen saw 
the woman’s blue smock through the 
@moke and ran a ladder up to them. 

Wills, the comedian, who has been 
@ suitor of Jola Sparks, 16-year-old 
dancing girl, who was killed, tried to 
fight his way up the stairway to, her 
dressing room, but was borne down 
by the crushing mob. and. forced to 
crawl out of the building without her. 

Ruth Goodwin, a niece of the late 
Nat Goodwin, was playing one of the 
feminine leads the © cabaret 
comedy. She had arrived on the set 
early and was on the ound floor 
when the fire started. She reached 
the street without difficulty. 


Crawis Through Coal Chute. 


Fritz Dose, 63-year-old janitor of 
the building, whois slightly lame, 
heard a commotion on the floor 
above and poked his head out of the 
cellar just in time to see the velvet 
curtain come down and release the 
flames behind it. Quickly he slammed 


the door and retreated to his cellar, 
where he thought he would be safe. 
Soon the water began to rise, and, 
though safe from the flames, Dose 
Was in r of drowning. He Kt 
out by crawling through a coal chute. 
Firemen were ‘looking for his body 
in the cellar when, he a ed and 
identified. himself, though still in a 
daze from his experience.

Two liners reached port yesterday 
with sixteen men rescued from two 
schooners which fell . prey. to the 
Savage storm off the Newfoundland 
coast last ~week. The White Star 
liner Baltic brought five men in last 
night and earlier in the. day the 
United States liner Republic brought 
eleven. 

The five who arrived on the Baltic 
were members of the crew of six of 
the schooner Northern Light and 
were rescued in a whole gale 400 
miles from land last Friday. With 
the passengers who had watched the 
rescue, they were lavish in praise of 
the heroism of the volunteer lifeboat 
crew which saved them. 

Sails gone and water pouring into | 


the hold, the crew of the Northern | 


Light were in desperate straits after | 
a two-day battle with the storm 
when they were sighted by the Baltic 
at 9:40 last Friday morning. Cap- 
tain Evans Davis of the Baltic 
manoeuvred his vessel to windward 
of the stricken schooner after sight- 
ing her reversed ensign and called 
for volunteers to man a boat for her 
assistance.

The meteorograph was installed by

MARINES FROM HAITI 


Orders. the Aircraft Tender 
Wright, With 500 Aboard, to 
Guantanamo Instead. 








DISORDER BELIEVED PAST 





Washington Holds French Criticism 
Does Not Reflect Official View— 
100 Seek Haitian Presidency.

WASHINGTON, 10.—Upon re- 
ceipt of advices from Haiti that the 
situation was quiet President Hoover 
today ordered the aircraft tender 
Wright, with 500 marine reinforce- 
ments aboard, which was due at 
Port au Princé from Hampton Roads 
today, diverted to Guantanamo. The 


action was also taken upon the 
recommendation of Brig. Gen. John 
H. Russell, American gh Commis- 
sioner at Port au Prince, who said 
there was no present need for the 
reinforcements. 

At Guantanamo the marines will be 
within easy striking distance of 
Haiti, but all reports lead to con- 
fidence that the condition of disorder 

er a and that attention can 
ae given unreservedly to an in- 
vestigation of American policy to- 
ward the West Indian _ republic 
through the commission that Presi- 
dent Hoover proposes to appoint 
with the approval of Congress. 

Demands in the French press for 
an. investigation of the Haitian situ- 
ation by the League of Nations, of 
which Haiti is a member, and refer- 
ences to the Kellogg anti-war treaty, 
of which Haiti is an adherent, are 
not regarded here as accurately re- 
flecting French official opinion. 


Pact Held Not to Apply. 


As for the Kellogg pact, it was 
pointed out today that the conven- 
tion has to do only with disputes be- 
tween nations, and there is no dis- 
pute between Haiti and another na- 
tion. The American military occu- 
pation is Le A pies of the treaty of 
1916 with ti, and the recent steps 
taken by the American military 
forces to preserve order are covered 
by Article armed of that treaty, which 
says in part: 

“<e and, should the necessity 
occur, the United States will lend an 
efficient aid for the preservation of 
Haitian independence and the main- 
tenance of a vernment adequate 
for the protection of life, property 
and individual liberty.” 

With President Borno eliminated 
as a candidate for re-election, ac- 
cording to State Department offi- 
cials, more than a hundred persons\ 
have announced themselves as can- 
didates for President of Haiti in the 
April elections. Of these, however, 
none is regarded as particularly 
outstanding and at least a dozen are 
believed to have equally good claims 
to the office. Officials decline to 
speculate as to who apparently has 
the best chance of election. 

The cities where trouble developed, 
such as Aux Cayes, at latest reports 
had returned to normal and meas- 
ures are being taken to prevent a 
recurrencé of rioting. Active steps in 
particular are being taken to stop 
the importation of arms.

BERLIN, Dec. 10, — Ambassador 
Jacob Gould Schurman was honor 
gu tonight. at the annual dinner 
of thé American Chamber of Com- 
merce in Germany, which also made 
it the occasion for presentation to 
him of a cordial testimonial of ap- 


a of his service as Ameri- 
Ambassador since he assumed 
the post in June, 1925. The testi- 
monial carries the signatures of more 
than 400 Americans residing or so 
journing in various centres of Ger- 
Many, and numerous Americans from 
Hamburg, Bremen, Frankfurt, Leip- 
zig and Dresden attended tonight's 
function, as did representatives of 
the German Government and many 
of the American colony of Berlin. 

The testimonial was presented by 
Frederick Ewing, president of the 
American Chamber of Commerce, on 
behalf of the Americans in Germany. 
It said in part: 

“Your Excellency’s mission is, and 
always has been, characterized by 
the most cherished American ideals, 
and we feel that Germany today is 
nearer to an understanding of these 
ideals than ever before. 

‘‘We feel a deep sense of gratitude 
to your Excellency for the apprecia- 
tive understanding you have always 
shown for the country to which you 
are accredited; for the monumental 
work accomplished in the course of 
advanced education in Germany, 
which reflects so magnificently and 
highly your attainments as a scholar; 
for the rare work revealed in the 
negotiation of difficult problems, re- 
sulting in lasting service to both the 
United States and Germany; for the 
highly satisfactory status today of 
relations between the two countries 
diplomatically and commercially; for 
the fact that Americans are better 
able to sojourn, reside, travel and 
do business in Germany as re 
spected citizens of the United States, 
and for the friendly spirit of cordial 
good-will with which you have al- 
Ways greeted Americans who have 
come to you for assistance.’’ 

eT Schurman said in his 
reply: 

“T am very grateful to the German 
poorhs and the vovernment in that 

hey have made my duty as Ambas- 
sador so easy for me. They have 
shown so much friendliness, 80 
strong a desire for mutual under- 
standing, such sane reasonableness 
and conciliation, that I am now able 
to say that there is no outstanding 
question between us that remains 
unsettled. 

“Two other circumstances have 
contributed to that happy result. One 
fis the perfect frankness and open- 
ness with which, on both sides, we 
have discussed our practical prob- 
lems and difficulties whenever they 
arose, and the other is the general 
similarity of fundamental ideals and 
— of view entertained by the 

wo peoples and governments. 

“Germany once more is on the way 
to that world commerce in which, be- 
fore the war, she had made such as- 
tounding progress. I recognize that 
she is now handicapped, by heavy 
financial burdens, but, speaking as 
one who has known her for five dec- 
ades and watched her closely during 
the last five years, I am confident 
that nothing can prevent the achieve- 
ment of a great future by a people so 
able, intelligent and industrious as 
the 65,000,000 ‘inhabitants of Ger- 
many.” 


9 DEAD AND 68 HURT 
IN BELGIAN WRECK 


King Visits Namar Station and 
Hospital After Brakes of 
Workmen’s Train Fail. 














BRUSSELS, Dec. 10 .—One of 
the worst wrecks that has happened 
in Belgium in the past three years 
took place near Namur today when 
a workmen’s train ran off the track. 
ing nine men and injury sixty- 
eight. 

The coaches piled up into a heap 
of wocd and iron from which the 
cries of the injured and dying were 
heard at a great distance. 

Fourteen of the. victims ‘were se- 
riously hurt and were taken to a mil- 
itary hospital. Five were in a dying 
condition. 

King Albert went to the scene of 
the accident and heard the report of 
railway officials as to the cause of 
the crash, which took place near the 
entrance to Namur station. Later he 
visited the injured at Namur hos 
pital, cheering them with words of 
sympathy and encouragement. 

The train had left Brussels for 
Arlon and was descending a steep 
decline when the brakes were re- 
ported to have failed. The train 
rushed at great speed toward Namur 
station, its a finally crashing off

Says Church IissdeIs Closed and 
That He Will Stress Education and 
Betterment of the Poor. 





The United States, having in the 
last few years dispatched numerous 
“good-will visitors’. to other coun- 
tries, now has one in return. Pascual 
Ortiz Rubio, President-elect of Mex- 
ico, arrived in New York yesterday 
with two reasons for his visit. The 
main one, he said, was to “‘help de- 
velop the understanding between the 


two’ nations’’; the other was to rest 
after the campaign that won him the 
Presidency. 

A man of medium build, with gray- 
ish haif and an exceptionally high 
foréhead, the President-elect spent 
his first day in New York at the 
Hotel Ambassador. He held a num- 
ber of brief conferences with Mexi- 
can residents about New York, and

Sefior Ortiz Rubio said through 
an interpreter, that while he may 
confer with bankers during his four- 
day stay in New York, he ig certain 
that no new loan will be necessary 
to Mexico. The debt problem was 
settled some years ago, he said, and 
there is no reason to beliéve that 
— changes in the payment plan 
will be made—or even considered. 

Asked about his administrative 
program, the President-elect said 
that it would concentrate upon edu- 
cation, better highways and the bet- 
terment of the poorer classes.

‘‘We never have. had -any thought 
of attempting to fix any - prices; -er 
suggest a price for newsprint. Our 
sole interest in price is confined to 
the fact that we know the industry 
cannot prosper, nor can the’ mills 
continue, unless a reasonable price 
can be obtained for their product. 
In that sense the price is the under- 
lying factor in the success of any 
business, but that price should be 
something that can only be dealt 
with by the publishers and the man- 
ufacturers. 


Want Business Distributed. 


‘With the overproduction that has 
developed in the past couple of 
years, and the establishment of a 
new low price, there at once began 
a race for business. The Province 
is interested in the development of 
the country, including the employ- 
ment of its people, and the sale of 
its products. We're interested in 
seeing that there should be a pro-

Envoy Comes to City for Chat With

Dwight W. Morrow, Ambassador to 
Mexico, mingled politics and diplo- 
macy yesterday in an active day 
which took him to Trenton, N. J., to 
confer with Governor Larson and 
United States Senator Baird, back 
to New York to meet President-elect 
Ortiz Rubio of Mexico and then last 
night aboard a train for Washington. 

The conference in Trenton was de- 
signed to give Mr. Morrow an oppor- 
tunity to: meet the Republican lead- 
ers of New Jersey who will support 
him for the party nomination for 
the Senatorship now _ by Mr. 
Baird, who will step aside. 

Mr... Morrow motored to Trenton 
with Daniel E. Pomeroy, Republican 
National Committeeman; Edward D. 
Duffield, president of the Pruden- 
tial Insurance Company, and Mayor 
Douglas Thompson of Englewood, 
Mr. Morrow’s home. 

Mr. Morrow went into the Gover- 
nor’s office for a chat and also was 
closeted with Senator Baird, who had 
come from Washington. Later the 
conference included such leaders as 
John McCutcheon; State Controller; 
Albert C. Middleton, State Treasurer; 
Joseph H. Brohel, chairman of the 
State Civil Service Commission; E. C. 
Stokes, former Governor, and George 
H. Johnson, Union County leader. 


No Decision Announced. 


If any decision was reached as to 
when Mr. Morrow will be free to ac- 
cept the Senatorship, the participants 
were not ready to talk about it. It

THE WAKEFUL SENATE. 

Of all our public bodies, the United 
States Senate has now won the repu- 
tation of being the most easily 
“aroused.” Hardly a day passes 
when it is not. In fact, the Senate 
never sleeps, or at least never takes 
more than cat-naps. It always keeps 
one eye open, and the bed covers 
loose s0 as quickly to be thrown off 
when the call comes to awake, arise 
or be forever fallen. 

What aroused the Senate yester- 
day was the discovery that an ad- 
vertisement about the tariff had 
been placed in a hundred or more 
country newspapers in Minnesota 
and other States. It was an appeal, 
too transparent to be ingenious, to 
Congress to hurry up and pass the 
tariff bill, with all the blessings for 
farmers which it contains, and to 
do this without cutting down the 
protective rates on industries. The 
obvious attempt is to make the 
farmers believe that they will get 
nothing unless they consent to let 
the manufacturers get a lot. This 
strategy is naturally abhorrent to 
the Insurgent Republicans in the 
Senate, who have set out to give 
agriculture everything and manu- 
facture nothing. Accordingly, they 
are proposing the usual Senate in- 
vestigation to find out who paid for 
this advertisement, so that the West- 
ern States where it has been pub- 
lished may find out exactly which 
are the “so-called country editors” 
who have “ betrayed” their farming 
constituents. 

Senator ALLEN of Kansas, who 
has himself been a successful coun- 
try editor, resented the attack on 
that worthy class. He might have 
pointed out that it is no crime to 
print an advertisement of a political 
bearing in which the editor does not 
at all believe himself and which he 
may, in truth, simultaneously at- 
tack. If a newspaper has space to 
sell for the decent publication of 
political opinion—as, for example, 
when Republican newspapers in New 
York City print the political adver- 
tisements of the Democratic party—

NEEDY PORTO RICO.

had been ruined. And the Red Cross 
left behind an emergency staff to 
deal with special cases. 
The laborers of Porto.Rico earned 
meager wages and were never able 
to provide ‘sufficient food for their 
children, even when harvests were 
good. Governor ROOSEVELT estimates 
that today 60 per cent of the chil- 
dren are underfed and sometimes 
near the verge of starvation, 40. per 
cent going to school without break- 
fast, about the same proportion hav- 
ing no limcheon and never getting 
a better meal than a handful of rice 
or beans and a little salt codfish. 
“Tt is.a patriotic duty to see,” says 
the Governor, ‘that the children of 
Porto Rico have a fair chance.” 
The small cultivators were worst 
hit in the coffee districts. The 
sugar growers did not sustain such 
heavy losses. It takes several 
years to bring coffee plants to pro- 
duction. Porto Rico in normal sea- 
sons had a profitable tobacco crop, 
and was beginning to grow fruits 
and vegetables when the hurricane 
devastated the island. Senator 
BINGHAM, coming back in November, 
1928, from a survey of the damage, 
recommended a loan by Congress. 
A fund of $10,000,000 was proposed; 
one -of $8,000,000 was voted on 
March 4, 1929. The fund was to be 
used to build roads and school- 
houses, and to aid farmers who 
needed capital. But as late as the 
end of August only a small number 
of farmers had obtained money on 
mortgage from the Hurricane Relief 
Commission. It is not by small ap- 
propriations expended with more 
red tape than red blood that any- 
thing of permanent value can be 
done for necessitous Porto Rico. 





APPRECIATIVE GIVERS. 


Proof is already abundant that 
this year’s appeal for the Neediest 
is stirring sensitive minds. Many 
have a feeling of gratitude for the 
opportunity to give where the need 
of relief is so urgent and so well 
verified. This year over a hundred 
contributors did not wait for the 
announcement of the Neediest Cases. 
They remembered reports of pre- 
vious years and sent in over $4,000 
before they read the stories of 
this year’s most unfortunate.

It is enough for 
kindly souls to know of the unfortu- 
nates. Time and opportunity to 
seek them out are lacking for busy 
men and women, who must be 
thankful to the charity organiza- 
tions that have made the necessary 
investigations. Hence the welcome 
flow of gifts, ranging all the way 
from $6,000 down to the $1, which 
a 6-year-old boy took from his bank, 
to send to.“ Donald” and “ Lucille.” 





AMERICA AND THE OTHER HALF 


From his statistical tables and 
charts Professor T. T. READ of ‘Co- 
lumbia. University deduces. that as 
much work is performed in the 
United States as in all the other 
fourteen countries examined. We 
cannot quite say that Americans do 
half of the world’s work, because a 
considerable portion of the world’s 
population—all of Africa and South 
America, apparently—were left out 
of the reckoning. Yet the statement 
is close enough for a generalization 
of this kind, and, despite the wild 
improbability of it at first sight, is 
roughly true. The population of the 
fourteen countries entering into the 
comparison is about 1,200,000,000, 
or just ten times our own population 
of 120,000,000.. It would follow that 
every American performs ten times 
as much work as the average out- 
sider. Detailed figures seem to bear 
this out. Per capita productivity in 
the United States is only one and a 
half times that im Canada, slightly 
more than that in Great Britain, and 
about two and a half times the rate 
in Germany. But it is calculated at 
no less than. thirty times the pro- 
duction per worker in China, twen- 
ty-five times India, more than ten 
times Russia. 


United States has ‘working for him. 
Their name-is horsepower. 

If America does as much work as 
the fourteen leading ‘nations of the 
world combined, 120,000,000 Ameri- 
cans ought to be, materially, as well 
off as the ten times that number of 
people in the other fourteen coun- 
tries. This again is startling, but 
again is probably true. Recent esti- 
mates of our national wealth at 
$400,000,000,000 would very nearly 
cover the national wealth of all the 
other countries. Our estimated an- 
nual income of about $75,000,000,000 
would equal the total national wealth 
of Great Britain. Another test would 
be by way of comparison between 
annual per capita income of the peo- 
ple of the United States, about $700, 
and per capita income in India, 
which is about $35.a year in the 
‘towns and $25 in the.rural districts. 
Materially, the average American is 
from thirty to fifty times better off 
than the native of India or China. 
That man lives not by per capita in- 
come alone is another story. 





CHAOS IN CHINA. 


Slowly over,the wall of censorship 
in China drift confirmations of. the 
spread of revolt by different fac- 
tions against the Nationalist party, 
headed by General CHIANG KAI- 
SHEK, whose headquarters have been 
at Nanking. Several weeks ago the 
former “ Christian’ General” FENG 
began his advance on the National- 
ists from the north. For days this 
was vigorously denied by spokesmen 
of the Nationalists. One of them 
formally announced to the world 
that FENG had been taken prisoner 
by General YEN. But, with the 
perversity for which he is famous, 
he reappeared almost immediately 
in the open, and then was, for a 
time at least, bought off by the 
Nationalists. 

As on previous occasions, he failed 
to “stay bought” and began again 
to press down on Central China. 
Coincidentally, a group in the south 
of China broke into open revolt 
against the Nationalists. They are 
now at the gates of Canton, the 
largest and most important city in 
South China and the original home 
of most of the associates of CHIANG 
KAI-SHEK. The followers of Presi- 
dent CHIANG thus find themselves 
harassed on all sides. The gravity 
of the situation may be judged from 
the fact that Americans in Nanking 
and elsewhere in the interior are 
ready to be evacuated and destroy- 
ers and cruisers are being ordered 
to Chinese waters from Manila. This 
is never done except when internal 
conditions in China are critical. 

The kaleidoscopic nature of Chi- 
nese politics is such that the Nation- 
alists may still save the day. But 
at present the predictions of pessi- 
mists who insisted two years ago 
that the Nationalists would not be 
able long to hold things together ap- 
pear to be verified. Certainly the 
internal disruption of the country is 
again evident. The old separatist 
tendencies which have so long kept 
China from remaining united have 
reasserted themselves. 

To those who had fondly believed 
that the fine promises of the Na- 
tionalists would be immediately put 
into effect, and that a stable, mod- 
ernized, republican-democratic form 
of government was assured in China, 
the events of recent weeks must be 
a keen disappointment. But it has 
been repeatedly said by “old China 
hands” that from one to three gen- 
erations will have to elapse before 
China completes her transforma- 
tion from a medieval into a modern 
State. The danger has lain all along 
in the refusal of well-meaning 
friends of Chink to see that they 
hurt rather than helped China by 
confusing promise with perform- 
ance, The easy talk of constitutions, 
presidents and public opinion in that 
country used labels inapplicable to 
present-day China. 

Already there is criticism in Chi- 
nese Nationalist circles to the effect 
that the collapse of the Nationalists 
is due to the failure of the United 
States to support them with money. 
Only if this misleads the Chinese is 
it of any importance. Until the Chi- 
nese leaders face the fact that they 
are the cause of their own troubles 
and that they alone can cure them, 
there is little prospect of improve- 
ment. Neither interference nor help 
affairs—though to do this may take 





















beginnings have come far-reiching 
recommendations for additional con- 
struction to relieve overcrowding,

But it was not long before mental 
hygiene had been extended to ameli- 
orate the -lot ofthe defective and 
to bring about a more _ intelligent 
treatment of prisoners. When it 
began to be realized that the insane 
and some of the defectives and 
prisoners, were, after all,, what Dr. 
WHITE calls “end products ”—men 
and women who, by the time they 
were admitted to the hospital, had 
already become established in ab- 
normal ways of thinking, over a 
number of years—it was obvious 
that the movement could not stop 
even there. Psychiatrists began to 
find their place in the public schools, 
in the parent-teacher groups, in the 
juvenile courts. Of recent years 
there has been an increasingly wide 
recognition of the great importance 
of mental health. Next May there is 
to be held in Washington an Inter- 
national Congress on Mental Hy- 
giene, with President HOOVER serv- 
ing as honorary president and with 
twenty-six countries participating. 
Mr. Beers and his associates have 
blazed a trail into a forest hitherto 
too often regarded as impenetrable. 








“IN WISDOM AND STATURE.” 


The Harvard Graduate School of 
Education has for eight years been 
seeking to establish the main facts 
of individual mental and physical 
development. Several thousand chil- 
dren have been measured each year 
since 1921, and the hope is that 
funds will be found to carry on 
this undertaking for a period of 
twelve years. The first questions 
to which answers are sought are: 
“How do children grow?” ‘Are 
“there periods of acceleration and 
“retardation, or is all growth regu-

“What are the facts about sex,

The general answer is that chil- 
dren cannot be classified properly, 
the gifted or the deficient selected 
for special treatment, individuals of 
unusual traits dealt with, the teach- 
ing adjusted to the various levels of 
development, or the human mate- 
rial handled with maximum effec- 
tiveness, unless there are norms by 
which individual cases can be judged. 
It is contended that we ought to be 
able “to study any given child as 
“an individual in the light of com- 
“ prehensive knowledge of individual 
“ growth.” At present there. is little 
such knowledge in trustworthy form. 
There is still lacking a safe basis 
for forecasts, and it cannot be ob- 
tained until there is a body of data 
“ derived from repeated observations 
of the same individuals” through 
the entire. period of. growth: .No 
combination of data from different 
groups will suffice. 

This is a unique study, and one in 
which parents of children in the 
early periods of growth will be espe- 
cially interested. It is of exceptional 
importance, however, to the science 
of education, Of the 5,000 with 
whom the study began, 3,500 were 
retained last year, and it is expected 
that 2,000 of these may be measured 
during the next three years if funds 
are obtained.. Valuable studies of 
special disabilities in reading are 
also being continued’ by Professor 
DEARBORN, the director of this work 
and one of the pioneers in the study 
of eye measurements in reading.

The famous 
Spanish galleons and Plate fleets 
never carried 5 per cent of that 
amount of riches on one trip.

The maximum is 
determined by. the insurance rate, 
which beyond a certain point be- 
comes prohibitive. 

The $70,000,000 appraisal may turn 
out to be the vaguest kind of esti- 
mate, intended to suggest the really 
poicelene nature of the shipment, or 

t may be guesswork from the out- 
side, But even if the value of the 
Leonardo da Vinci’s cargo be one- 
tenth the sum mentioned, it would be 
still hard to explain why the hazard 
of the sea should have been risked, 
unless it would be the difficulty of 
transshipment from train to boat at 
the Channel ports.

_ THs Toes of Dec. 6 published, a 
Topic of the Times referring to the 
present Mennonites of Russia’ as 
‘‘Mennonites who once were Bol- 
shevist.”” -A further statement claims 
that the ‘‘Mennonites in their time 
Were very good revolutionists,”” and 
that “they were closely connected 
with the Anabaptists and through 
them with the Peasants’ War of 
* It further infers that the 
Mennonites participated in -‘‘the) sav- 
age cruelties practiced by both sides’’ 
in the Peasants’ War, and therefore 
should bear with patience the perse- 
cution they endure in modern Russia. 

This conception of the Mennonites 
and Anabaptists is the traditional 
one based on the perverted historiog- 
raphy of their enemies, and has now 
been completely invalidated by mod- 
ern scholarship. May I summarize 
the truth as disclosed by research? 

1. The Peasants’ War of 1525 was 
over before the Anabaptist movement 
was fairly started, and there is no 
vital connection between the two. 

2. There were two types of Ana- 
baptists in Reformation times, peace- 
ful and chiliastic revolutionary. The 
only definite revolutionary act of any 
party of Anabaptists was the ill-fated 
Muenster Kingdom of 1533-35 at 
Muenster, Germany, ten years after 
the conclusion of the Peasants’ War. 

3. The Mennonites, including those 
of Russia as well as the United 
States and the European countries 
of Holland, Switzerland, France and 
Germany, never had in origin or at 
any time in their history any con- 
nection with the revolutionary Ana- 
baptists. They are the descendants 
of the peaceful group. As an utterly 
inescapable evidence of this please 
note that the Mennonites have for 
four hundred years, from the begin- 
ning in fact, been total pacifists, un- 
compromising enemies of war and 
the use of force in any way, and 
have practiced the principle of 
Biblical non-resistance. 

4. The ethics of the Mennonites 
have been based on a literal practice 
of the New Testament and particu- 
larly of the Sermon on the Mount. 
It would be a vilification of the 
worst sort to say that they have ever 
been revolutionists or practiced the 
barbarities of the Peasants’ War or 
any such modern intensification of 
these barbarities as was witnessed in 
the World War. The Mennonite 
Church has been a church of martyrs, 
seeking merely the privilege of living 
and practicing a simple Christian life 
in peace and quiet at the hands of 
the world. For this reason the 
groups have had to ‘‘flee from one 
city to another,’’ and for this reason 
large numbers of Swiss Mennonites 
came to this country before the 
Revolutionary War, forming the van- 
guard of the German and Swiss im- 
migration. They are well known 
as the founders of Germantown in 
1683. 

May I also add some further infor- 
mation to correct an almost univer- 
sally false impression which has been 
widely spread throughout the press, 


namely, that regarding Mennonite 
emigration to Paraguay, South 
America? 


It has been said that all the Men- 
nonites of America have been con- 
templating migration to this repub- 
lic, at least 100,000 of them. This is 
completely false. Not a one of the 
Mennonites of the United States, over 
150,000 strong, has ever considered 
such a move. Less than 2,000 former 
German-Russian Mennonites of Man- 
itoba left their homes in that Prov- 
ince and settled in the Chaco region 
of Paraguay. They made the move 
because of Giftiouity in re 
the German ianeage- The add 

tional 40,000 Mennonites in Canada 
have not had and do not have any 
intention of migrating anywhere. A 
small contingent migrated to Mexico, 

but many of these have returned to 
Manitoba.

Funds for the relief of New York's 
Neediest Cases were received yester- 
day from 472 contributors, totaling 
$23,080.78. One contribution was 
from a woman who had read the 
One Hundred Neediest Cases from 
end to end and listed the numbers 
of forty-nine, which moved her to 
give $6,000, She said: 

“All are so pitiful it is hard to 
choose, but I especially want to help 
Case 97, who thought ‘nobody would 
care.’”’ 

This contributor has given gen- 
erously for years, but has always pre- 
ferred to remain anonymous. 

At the close of the day the total of 
the fund had risen to $41,259.49, from 
834 contributors. On the same day 
last year the contributors numbered 
961 and the total was'$43,361.02. Last 
year’s Neediest fund rose finally to 
$338,111.01, making» it possible to re- 
lieve 469 cases. This year the dis- 
tress illustrated by the cases printed 
in adjoining columns is as great.

e business has been shunned by 
tk ese older companies, and the pres- 
ent rivalry between the Equitabie 
Casualty and Surety Company. and 
the Consolidated Indemnity Com- 

ny is said to be due to a desire on 
tne he part of each of these companies 
to control this insurance field. 

“The chaotic condition existing in 
tie operation of taxicabs in New 
York City is expected to become 
more orderly as a result of the ef- 
forts of Commission Whalen’s regu- 
lations and possibly some action on 
the part of the Board of Aldermen. 
The individual taxicab owner feels 
that his days of hack driving on the 
streets of New York are numbered. 
Large corporations are gradually 
forcing him out of business. 

“The smaller mutual insurance 
companies have had the individual 
owner as their principal client and 
their organization has been lined up 
on the side of the individual owner. 

So many small operators had been 
driven out of business during the 
past year, he went on, that the com- 
panies insuring them are threatened 
with disaster. 

Another current development in

William C. Redfield, former Secre- 
tary of Commerce, has resigned as 
chairman of the Commission on Mo- 
tion Pictures of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, it 
was learned yesterday.

on. 

Another report yesterday was that

dropped by the council.’

EARLIER CLOSING FAVORED 





Club Owners at Annual Meeting 
Here Vote to End Season Week 
Earlier—Robins’ Status Unchanged.

Swinging briskly into the business 
at hand, the National League opened 
its two-day Winter meeting at the 
Hotel Commodore yesterday, listened 
attentively to President John A. 
Heydler’s report, which revealed the 

leasing information that the circuit 
coring 1929 had enjoyed the second 
best year in its history in point of 

aid attendance, went on record as 

lavoring a closing date for the 1930 
season that will be a week earlier 
than last season’s closing, and pro- 
posed a rule that will be submitted 
at the joint meeting with the Amer- 
ican League tomorrow stipulating 
that all purchases of minor league 
club franchises by major leagues 
must be duly recorded so that all 
the world may know about it. 

It was with a fooling of consider- 
able satisfaction that the magnates 
heard President Heydler announce 
that the paid attendance during 1929 
reached 4,925,713. Much has been said 
and written the past year that base- 
ball was losing its grip upon. the 
American public, but here were the 
‘figures to prove it otherwise. 

The 1929 total, according to. Mr. 
Heydler, fell just a little short of the 
figures for 1927, the league’s banner 

ear, but exceeded by 50,000 those of 

928. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Heydler pointed out, the 1929 season 
would have smashed all records but 
for the commanding lead which the 
Cubs assumed in the last six weeks 
of the race, inasmuch as during the 
first half of the race the paid at- 
tendance surpassed that of all pre- 
vious years. 


Earlier Closing Date Assured. 


That the major league pennant 
faces will end with the last Sunday 
in September next year seems. practi- 
cally assured, for though the matter 
does not come up for official disposi- 
tion until the joint meeting, and the 
American League took no official ac- 
tion on the matter at its own meet- 
ing yesterday, President Heydler an- 
nounced that considerable og 
already had been made in drafting 
next year’s schedule and that it was 

redicated on an early closing date. 
Rssmach as President Barnard of 
the American League is collaboratin 
with President Heydler on the sched- 
ule it is assumed that the American 
circuit likewise favors the earlier 
closing. 

The league’s prodigious home run 
swatting helped to swell the total 
of baseballs used during the season 
to 55,980, an increase of 387 dozen 
above the 1928 consumption. 

A new board of directors was 
elected, consisting of Barney Drey- 
fuss, president of the rates; 
Charles A. Stoneham, head of the 
Giants; Judge Emil Fuchs, owner of 
the Braves, and President William wu.

President Barnard Says He and

“T think,’’ he said, ‘‘that beyond 
question the present type is the best 
baseball we have had in the history 
of the game.”’ 

The American League president 
was cold to all suggestions.that the 
present-day baseball might be wound 
a bit more loosely or deadened in 
any way. 

As to the farm system, Barnard 
expressed the view, backed by illus- 
trations, that the practice of major 
league clubs.of acquiring a number 
of minor league properties’ was not 
@ success and was on its way to 
dying a natural death; that it is. not 
a matter about. which major league 
baseball need concern itself.
